He works six teams all the time 
and has six regular plowman to at- 
tend them. His barns and_ stables 
are well drained and his stock is 
comfortably housed. We were then 
shown his threshing and feeding 
outfit which is run by a turbine en- 
gine installed many years ago. Jhe 
power if obtained from a large pond, 
in front the house which is fed 
by a sfx inch pipe leading from a 
creek iu the hills. From the pond 
to the engine room he obtains a fall 
of 28 feet which is sufficient to give 
him enough power to operate all 
his machinery, He has running 
water in the house and stables the 


» year round which is a great conven- 


ience, We-were shown and éxplain- 
ed Mr.. Buttars system of feeding 
and his machines for cutting straw, 
roots, étc., all of which I wil! not 


be able to explain now. We were 


then shown some of Mr. Buttar’s 
Shorthorns. He not. only produces 


_ beef for the market but bregds. ani- 


mals for exportation and exhibitions 
as well. He showed us somé very 
fine bull calves which had—been 


bought by American importers. Mr.. 


Buttar’s specialty however is Shrop- 


. Shire sheep of whith he has a large 


flock of the best in the country. 
They are a sheep with fine excellent 
wool and at the same time a. sheep 
of great mutton value. By careful 
selection and only retaining sheep 


of the best quality he has developed 


a very excellent flock. He believes 
in mixed farming raising only stock 


of the best quality and in advertis- 


ing. M@is not a man unlimited 
capital and therefore farms: as tho’ 


_ he were at the head of a huge busi- 
ness enterprise. He showed us sheep} 


which as‘soon™as ships could be se-- 
cured were billed to America, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Argentina. 
He employs 4 shepherds and 8 re- 
giflar cattle men his entire help con- 
sists of about 15 to 20 men. ~ After 


“seeing the stock Mrs, Buttar enter- 
~_tained-us to tea. A lot of people say 


a farmers wife is to be pitied, if 
she’s of the Scotch type as we have 


seen here I think she’s to be envied. 


Some people farm: to live while 


others live to farm it all depends on

New orders calculated to husband 
the natural gas of the west have 
been added to the petroleum. and. 
natural gas regulations ‘by the privy 
council as follows: 

If natural gas is discovered or if 
water is encountered through bor- 
ing operations conducted on a loca- 
tion acquired under the regulations 
and if the escape of gas is not pre- 
vented or the flow of water control- 
ed, the minister may take such ef- 
fective steps as may appear to be 
necessary to do so.

Failure on the part of the lessee 
to notify the minister of his’ inten- 
tions to commence boring shall ren- 
der the lease ‘liable to cancellation 
as well as any leases with which the 
same may be grouped under. the 
provisions ‘of the regulations.

Wearing Apparel 

Vladivostok. — The. Siberian army 
needs underwear and the powers that 
be have devised a unique plan for 
providing this wearing apparel.

Ammunition Depot Explodes 


Many Killed and Country South of 
Brussels Devastated 
Brussels. —*A depot of 
ammunitiOn containing shells and 
bombs of every calibre and) many 
gas shells has been exploding at the 
railway station at Groendael, — six 
miles south of Brussels, where Can- 
adian troops were inspected by King 
Albert ‘eight days ago. The depot 
has been under guard of 150 Belg€an 
soldiers, and six hundred German 
prisoners have been at work near it. 
It is believed there are many killed 
and wounded. but the number of vic- 
tims will not be known for. 
days. . 
Many houses in the neighborhood 
have completely collapsed and win- 
dows and roofs for two miles around 
the scene of the explosion have been 
|shattered. This is especially the 
case at MHoeylaert and neighboring 
towns whicre there are thousands of 
hot houses. The movement of trains 
over the Naniur+Luxemburg line has 
been interrupted. It is reported that 
while workmen were unloading a 
wagopv filled with shells a .detonator 
exploded in the hands of a German 
prisoner,- setting fire to the ammu- 
nition boxes.

and Ménnonites is prohibited. An 

order in council*to this effect was 


signed by the governor-general, It

The order in. council recites that, 
“Owing to contitions prevailing as a 
result of the war, a widespread feeling 
exists throughout the Dominion, and 
more particularly: in western Canada, 
that steps should be taken to prevent 
the entry into Canada of all persons 
who may be regarded as undesirable 
because, owing.to their peculiar cus- 
toms, habits, modes of living and 
methods of holding property, they 
are not likely to become readily as- 
similated or to assume the duties and 
responsibilities of Canadian citizen- 
ship within a reasonable time.”

The Value of True “Manhood 


If any one ihing-a3 was ; demonstrated 
by the Great War over all other 
things it was value.of the individual, 
all-round, young man, that is, the man 
who was devéloped and fit physically, 
morally, intellectually. In saying this 
it is not to be assumed that the man 
who was lacking in physical strength 
and development, or had not enjoyed 
the advantages of education, or, in- 
deed, the man who was not as sound 
morally as he ought to Lave been, did 
not do’ his duty, do it well, and ac- 
complish great thiags. Thousands of 
such men playedfa rloble and. glori- 

but many dther thousands 
were rejected by army™doctors from 
the opportunity of active service, and 
many thousands more or less illiter- 
ate men were 
the responsible positions which oth- 
erwise might. have been entrusted to 


them. The all-ronnd man had the 
better chance. He may-have been no} 
braver, or keener, or patriotic than 


others, but he had the equipment of 
an all-round manhood to do. things, 
and he was entrusted with the doing, 
and he did it. 

Just as the 
vices of such men, 
and varied problems now to be faced 
and possibly even more impcra- 
tively, for men of the.all-round type 
of manhood. The war has taught us, 
through the disclosures of the army 
medical boards, the necessity of fur- 
ther

people, and Governments everywhere 
are devoting attention to the ‘sub- 
ject. ‘In the army emphasis was laid 
on the fact that the educated man 
was a better soldier than the unedu- 
cated one, so’ the army conducted 
schools to teach illiterate men to read 
and write. The effect of a, man’s 
moral standards on his whole char- 
acter soon displayed itself. The cum- 
ulative effect has been to impress on 
the nations certain facts and import- 
ant’ lessons which, in’ the general 
industrial and commercial race after 
the dollar before the ‘war, people 
were largely ignoring. 

Before the war there was one great 
é@rganization which had not lost 
sight of the importance of develop- 
ing the all-round man, a man strong 
in spirit, mind and body. During the 
war such an organization inevitably 
came into greater prominence’ and 
found open fo it a still greater field 
“of activity and usefulness... The ref- 
erence is tothe Y,M.C.A. But where- 
as prior to the war its energies‘ were 
largely confined to the. cities and 
larger towns, the necessity for the 
expansion of its work to the smaller 
towns, villages and country parts is 
now scen, with the result that a Town 
and Country Work department has 
been created, by the National Y.M.C. 
A. Council of Canada, and a plan of]. 
organization outlined for carrying on 
such work, 


There is now being inaugurated in 
the country and smaller towns and 
villages lacking Association  build- 
ings and equipment, Y.M.C.A. work 
on a plan of county or district or- 
ganizations, These smaller communi- 
ties are incapable individually of 
maintaining an adequate Association 
organization, The expense involved 
imposes too severe a financial bur- 
den, while at the same time it is im- 
possible to adapt many of the gen- 
eral or larger city methods to, these 
smaller communities. There are, 
nevertheless, in practically every 
community, no nmiattet how small, cer- 
tain prominent men, a group of wil- 
ling ‘wotkers, and a fair amount of 
available money for any good work. 
Combining these resources in a num- 
ber of communities located within 
reasonably accessible distance of each 
other, and binding the groups of 
workers in each community into an 
Association brotherhood and pooling 
their financial resources, provides the 
way for efficient administration and 
the employment of an ewpert secre- 
tary to train, direct and supervise 
volunteer leaders at each point with- 
in the district organization, 

Such a plan is worthy of the sym- 
pathetic and enthusiastic support of 
the people of Western Canada. The 
real strength and spirit of a com- 
munity does not consist in what it 
receives from outside, but that which 
it develops within itself. The'plan of 
organization outlined for this Town 
and Country Work will not provide 
the substantial buildings, gymnasiums, 
and other equipment to be found in 
cities, but too many people in these 
days make the mistake of wanting 
things to be done for them, instead | 
of doing for themselves. What is 
done for men—and for communities 
as well—is apt to weaken them; what 
they dg for themselves is sure to 
strengthen.» The olg@, Bible saying is 
still true—it is more “blessed to ‘give 
than to receive. 

It is also true that there is a task 
for every man and boy in. .every 
community and a boy or man for 
every task. in every community. The | 
maximum benefit is derived by man 
or boy-anhd by the community when 
within the community these 
boys-and tasks are brought ‘together 
and an earnest effort made-by the 
development of the abilities of the 
former to eliminate waste and ren- 


men, 


der service.

The Community Club movement is 
making good headway in the pro- 
vince of Manitoba under the able, 
supervision of Mr. F.C. Middleton, 
organizer. A large number of clubs 
have been formed.. Below we give 
copy of constitution, which gives an 
idea of how beneficial clubs can be to 
the community in which they. are 
formed, 


A gencral committce shall be elect- 
ed composed of one or more ‘repre- 
sentatives ofp the various’ organiza- 
tions or sections represented in the 
club. 5 

Standing committees, with conven- 
ers as above stated, and drawing two 
or more of their number from _ the:

LESSON FOR MAY 18 — THE 
GRACE OF GOD 


Grace means unmerited faver. God's 
grace means his kindness toward us 
through Jesus Christ (Eph. 2:7). 
God’s mercy does not go out to’men 
because they are good but because he 
ts good and desires to bestow that 
goodness upon lost and ruined men 
in order to make them good. 

1. ‘The Grace off God is Salvation 
(Eph. 2:4-10). 

Grace brings salvation; it does not 
send it. Jesus Christ, who is the em- 
bodiment of God's love and grace, 
came bringing salvation with him. In 
order to apprehend what the grace of 
God has donc, observe: 

1. Man’s natural state (Eph. 2:1-3). 
In the natural man is found all that 
is opposed to the will and purpose 
of God. (1) Dead in trespasses and 
sins (vy. 1).. The supreme need of the 
dead man is life, therefore he must 
have life from without himself’ The 
characteristic. of one who is-dead is 
that he is (a) without sensation— 
“past feeling.” (4:19), The natural 
therefore, can neither love God 
nor hate sin until he is made alive. 
\(b) Without motion. Activity is the 
demonstration of life. So far as God 
and holiness are concerned they are 
_| motionless. They are as helpless as 
Lazarus was in the grave. (2) Under 
the control of fleshy and worldly lusts 
(v. 2y.® The carnal nature holds sway 
over their lives. (3) Under the domi- 
nation of Satan (v. 2). All unregen- 
crate men and women are ruled by 
Satan, - Since he is the god of: this 
age (2 Cor. 4:4);*the prince-of ‘this 
world (John 12:31) all who have not 
been freed. by Christ are under. the 


rule of Satan. (4) Under the con- 
demnation and wrath of God (v. 3).
